The following represents the actions taken by the Austin City Council in the order they occurred
during the meeting. While the minutes are not in sequential order, all agenda items were discussed.
The City Council of Austin, Texas, convened in a regular meeting on Thursday, January 31, 2019 in
the Council Chambers of City Hall, 301 West Second Street, Austin, Texas.

Mayor Adler called the Council Meeting to order at 10:18 a.m. Council Member Flannigan was
absent.

4. Authorize award and execution of a construction contract with Austin Underground, Inc. (MBE),
for Exposition Boulevard from West 35th Street to Enfield Road Water and Wastewater Pipeline
Renewal Project in the amount of $3,255,398 plus a $325,539.80 contingency, for a total contract
amount not to exceed $3,580,937.80. [Note: This contract will be awarded in compliance with
City Code Chapter 2-9A (Minority Owned and Women Owned Business Enterprise Procurement

Program) by meeting the goals with 98.37% MBE and 1.61% WBE participation.] District(s)
